Two years ago, in March, another Antioch 
couple, Elaine and James Palm, were killed in a 
head-on collision on Grass Lake Rd., east of 
Deep Lake Rd.

Have -you ever heard a friend talking 
about his set of values? If he understood 
the^words, what he .meant was thatiheii 
(orfshe) like everbody else-'placesna^p 
certain, value on everything within 
rcach.^ Everything has its specific 
value-no more and no less.. Some things- 
arejwprth a great deal whereas other 
things=are relatively^'worthless, ancN 
taken together these things provide a 
person with his own set of values: What 
he thinks . things are worth-.-whether. 
-material— objects— such— as— cars— a'nd-— 
houses, or abstract things such as a 
good name-the value he attaches to 
these things is his private set of values. 
/In some cases two or more persons 1 
may share the same basic values. It's ^ 
eyer^- possible to talk about a "society's 
values, meaning that an entire nation 
may Tilace the same value on certain 
things. For example, in some lands 
respect for old age is taken for granted; 
it is one of society's values. In the 
United States there isn't much respect 
for old age; if it is a national value it is 
listed in the back of the book, far behind 
other moral values such as freedom to_ 
-do yourown thing-its-rating as a-value r 
depends entirely upon its position with - 
respect to other values. For many, if not 
most Americans, freedom to do your 
-own thing: is worthmore than a tradition.^- 
of respect for old age. Respect for old 

age is therefore relatively worthless. 

Relative -- that's the word. Values are 
-relative, determinded in every case^by a 
thing's relationship: to something else. 
Respect for old age, respect for the 
truth, honor--th'ese things may have a - 
certain value in a society, but if personal 
freedom ranks higher, these are worth 
less. Not worthless, to be sure, yet surely 
worth less. In a SET of values everything 
is pegged with respect to everything else. 
Butldtng a set of rvalues begins early in 



life, and no doubt many influences 

contribute to the values one eventually 

holds. A great truth of the Bible, 

however, is that even a mature person 

can change his set of values. There was a 

man called Saul who did thaU^FIe>yen 

changed his- name - from Saul to Paul. 

Fairly near.^the end of his life he 

commented oh "the change in^aHetter to 

friends in Philippi. "Whatever things 

were .gain to me," he wroter:"those 

things I have counted as loss for the 

sake of Christ" (Phil.3:7). What did he 

mean? He meant that he had tossed jDut 

his old set of values and built a new ope 

iHigh 



on the old set were certain, 
privileges that did a lot for his ego, and 
qualities' such as zeal and religious 
fervor that--for a time, at least-persu- 
aded himthat he was a big man in the 
kingdom of God. Then he discovered 
something, and that, made all the 
difference. ' 

What he discovered was a truth he 
should have known all the time -- that 
Jesus of Nazareth, whose followers he 
was hounding to death, was indeed the 
Christ, the long-awaited Messiah. From 
the golden hour of discovery to the day of 
his death, Paul's values were different. 
His^personal pedigr ee no longer meant 
anything p.' it Iwas worthless,. and _ he~ 
cheerfully accepted the loss.
